Detecting Gas Leakage. In order to detect 
gas leakage, Dr. Butite, in the Canadian Maga- 
zine of Science, suggests the use of paper dipped 
in palladium chloride solution. Such paper 
changes its color in presence of gas coming from 
the leaks imperceptible by the odor, and which 
produce no effect upon the earth covering the 
pipes. Dr. Bunte suggests the following method 
of practically applying the test to street mains: 
Above the pipes are excavated, at intervals of 
two or three yards, holes twelve to sixteen 
inches deep, corresponding to the joints and 
sleeves. In each opening is placed an iron tube, 
half an inch in diameter, within which is a glass 
tube containing a roll of the test paper. The 
air from about the main enters the iron tube 
and i he trace of gas which may be present re- 
veals itself by coloring the paper brown or black, 
according to the quantity. If, after ten or 
twenty minutes, the paper is still white, it may 
be certainly concluded that at the point tested 
there is not the smallest escape of gas. Various 
authorities who have experimented with Bunte's 
method certify to its efficacy. 

Milk of Wax Varnish. Melt in a porcelain 
capsule a certain quautity of white wax, and add 
to it while in fusion an equal quantity of spirits 
of wine, of sp. gr. 0.830 ; stir the mixture and 
pour it upon a large porphyry slab. The giau- 
ular mass is to be converted iuto a paste by the 
muller, with the addition from time to time of 
a little alcohol, and as soon as it appears to be 
smooth and homogeneous water is to be intro- 
duced in small quantities successively, to the 
amount of four times the weight of the wax. 
This emulsion is to be then passed through can- 
vas in order to separate such particles as may 
be imperfectly incorporated. The milk of wax 
thus prepared may be spread with a smooth 
brush upon the surface of the painting, allowed 
to dry and then fused by passing a hot iron (sal- 
amander) over its surface. When cold, it is to 
be rubbed with a linen cloth to bring out the 
lustre. It is to the unchangeable quality of an 
encaustic of this nature that the ancient paint- 
ings on the walls of Ilerculaneum and Pompeii 
owe their freshness at the present day. 

To Polish. Mahogany, etc. Dissolve bees- 
wax by heat in spirits of turpentine until the 
mixture becomes viscid; then apply with a clean 
cloth and rub thoroughly with a flanntl or cloth. 
A common mode of polishing mahogany is to rub 
it first with linseed oil, and then with a cloth 
dipped in very fine brickdust. A good gloss 
may also be produced by rubbing with linseed 
oil, and then holding trimmiugs or shavings of 
the same material against the work in the lathe. 
Glass paper, followed by rubbing, also gives a 
lustre. 

Gilding Without Gold. Mix dry saffron in 
powder with equal quantity of putrified yellow 
orpine ; grind them well together ; let them 
stand in covered jar in hot 6table manure for 
three weeks. It may be used for almost every 
purpose for which gold paint or leaf is appli- 
cable.

A Noiseless Clock. A curiously considerate 
invention has been produced by a Frenchman in 
the shape of a noiseless clock, for use more 
specially in sick rooms. In place of the usual 
pendulum, the hands are set in motion by the 
unrolling of a chain, the end of which is fast- 
ened to a buoy floating in a tank of liquid. 
The fluid escapes at a uniform rate, and can be 
utilized to feed a lamp wick, thus giving the 
apparatus tbe double character of clock and 
lamp. When the lamp is lighted the necessary 
diminution of liquid takes place by combustion, 
at other times by carefully regulated dropping. 

To Glaze or Varnish, Drawings. Oo e ounce 
of Canada balsam, two ounces of oil of turpen- 
tine, well dissolved. The drawing to be pre- 
viously washed over with a solution of isinglass. 

Gilding of "Wood or Leather. Wood or 
leather may be gilt by first covering the parts 
to be ornamented with a mixture of whiting 
and size, prepared by boiling shreds of parch- 
ment skins in water. This is rubbed smooth 
and covered with gilding size containing a 
little ochre or Armenian bole. When dry, the 
surface is rubbed with linen, next with a hard 
polished substance as agate, dog's tooth or 
steel. 

Decorator's Tracing Paper. Apply with 
sash tool to the paper equal parts of Canada 
balsam and oil of turpentine or nut oil, and 
dry with turpentine. If the former mixture is 
usi d, the paper is to be hung across a string 
to dry ; if the latter it is to be dried with white 
flour. 

Bindings of Books. The bisulphide of 
carbon iu gas is most injurious to the bindings 
of books placed on upper shelves ; morocco 
suffers least from this illuminant, calf is much 
injured and Russia leather much more. 

Composition for Making Small Casts. 
Of spermaceti, white wax and stearine take 
equal parts and melt together. 

To Polish Sea Shells. This item is par- 
ticularly for the benefit of readers at the sea- 
side. The shells are to be rubbed with hydro- 
chloric acid until the skin is removed, then 
washed in warm water, dried in hot sawdust, 
and polished with chamois leather. If the 
shell is deficient iu natural polish, rub the sur- 
face, using chamois leather, with a mixture of 
tripoli powder and turpentine, then with trip- 
oli alone, finishing off with olive oil.
